requested, if not In his Judgment. In- 
compatible with public Interest, to In- 
form the Senate— 


"1. The date when and the circum- 


stances under which the United States 
for the first'time and each succeeding 
time, landed a military force In the In-, 
tcrnal affairs of New Granada, or Co- 
lombia, under the itreaty fat 'JS-IG; 
•whether such uoe of military force 
was on tho Initiative of the United 
States or by the request of Now 
Granada, or Colombia, or In 
conse- 


quence of any oinclal representation of 
cither, and also to transmit to the 
Senate- copies of (ho letters or notes 
in the Dcpartmvnt-of State, p.ml of the 
orders by the Navy Department relat- 
ing to such use of military force. 


Did Colombia Ask Aid? 


"Second. Also to inform the Senate 


•whether or not tho United States has 
been asked by New Granada, or Co- 
lombia, or' any ofllclal representative 
of cither, to .execute, by armed force, 
cither the guaranty of the neutrality of 
tho isthmus or of the sovereignty of

Senate Wants Details. 


"Third, and also to Inform tho Sen- 


ate in which, If any, of the disturb- 
ances on the Isthmus of Panama, re- 
ferred to by the President In his last 
annual message, tho 
United States 


used a military force solely on his own 
Initiative, and uninvited by tho govern- 
ment owning tho Isthmus, nnd also to 
inform the Senate of the circumstances 
In each cane which required such use 
of military force, and transmit copies 
of tho orders Issued by the Navy De- 
partment for such purpose. 


"Fourth, and ahio that ho will Inform 


tho Senate of the dates when nnd cir- 
cumstances uinler which tho United 
States has employed military force In 
the Internal affairs of New Granada, 
or Colombia, on account of any revolt, 
or rebellion, or disturbance of the peo- 
ple therein..

factories arc shut down, boats Imper- 
iled nnd families In the lowlands com- 
pelled to abandon everything and flee 
to higher ground. 


The' railways arc the heaviest suf- 


ferers and have lost thousands of dol- 
lars In bridges, cars nnd tracks. 


In northern Ohio heavy damage Is 


reported from dozens of points, nnd 
more trouble Is expected. 


Tho official weather report sent out 


from Washington nays: 


"Nothing has occurred since Thurs- 


day night to lessen tho gravity of tho 
flood situation In the upper Ohio. Con- 
ditions continue extremely threaten- 
ing In the vicinity of Plttsburs; at 
Cincinnati heavy Ice is running, 
gorges above and below having brok- 
en during the night."

The greatest catastrophy of this 


character of modern times and- one 
which has excited world -wide alien 
tlon. Is tho iroquols thealro fl re. The 
investigation which lias been In pro- 
gress for the past three weeks, has 
resulted In placing' a portion of res 
ponslblllty. When all of'the facts aro 
intelligently grasped, it will bo dis- 
covered that tho citizens of Chicago 
are culpablo for electing and tolcrat 
ing a clly government, which has 
but little regard for the enforcement 
of law. 


Tho accident did not result through 


lack of proper ordinances, for pro- 
tecting tho 
public. Chicago, 
like 


every other city Is burdened with law 
an.l ordinances: tho weakness Is not 
lack of law. but It Is fvk of enforce- 
ments and for this humanity Is alone 
responsible. 
Provlndcnco permitted 


the Iroquols fire, but It had no mot-o 
to do with It than it has with any 
other accident resulting from human 
infirmity. 


An effort has been made by certain 


clergymen and others who profess 
to bellevo that Providence Is tho con- 
trolling power in all the affairs of 
life, to point a lesson against theatre 
going, and the claim is made that 
church members put themselves In 
the way of sudden death by being 
present at the play house that fate- 
fill afternoon.

carelessness of 


humanity seldom meets with Infinite 
Interference. 


The man who violates the laws of 


health suffers In conscauenco from 
natural causes and has no right to 
charge his suffering to Providence. 


If the Iroquols thealro fire had oc- 


curred on a Sunday morning when 
the house was being used for Divine 
worships and the same loss of life 
had occurred Providence would not 
have been taken Into account. 


It Is always well to distinguish be- 


tween accidents from natural causes 
and those resulting from human care- 
lessness. 


A more profitable lesson, may be 


derived from the Jeci's of heroism, 
for which tbe accident was noted and 
which aro slowly coming to light. 


The young man who had charge 


of the stage elevation, standing by 
his post and saving life until the 
carriage was In flames,- was a hero 
of tho rarest type. 


Tho lltllo boy who conducted his 


mother to a place of safety and then 
rushed back to' rescue Ills sister was 
prompted by heroic spirit. 


Tho nton who carried 1i/s little 


girl-across the street to a place of 
safety and was later found dead with 
two children clasped in his arms was 
one of God's noblemen. 


These deeds ot self sacrifice way 


never be recorded but they speak vol- 
umes for the better side of humanity 
and it Is refreshing to know, that this 
heroic spirit Is not uncommon. 


The Iroquols theatre 
burned be- 


cause of carelessness and gross neg- 
lect on the part of those who were 
responsible. 
Accldenta of this char- 


acter will continue until human weak- 
ness takes on moral strength and 
until 
humanity 
appreciates to Its 


full extent Its 'debt of moral obliga- 
tion. 


God will continue to permit this 


class of accidents because he cannot 
do otherwise without Interfering with 
man's free moral agency. 


The law attempts 
to punish the 


men who violate It; but thc< greatest 
violators of law aro the neglectors. 


This class of criminals, and they 


are numerous, arc beyond tho pala 
of the court, and aro seldom -brought 
to punishment.
